dumb and blind. I visit the latter 
often, and am very much pleased with 
the working of the school, and am as- 
tonished at the ability these pupils 
manifest; not only in learning irom 
books, but also in doing all kinds of 
work. Inthe deaf and dumb depart- 
ment are two pupils, Jesse und Louisa 
Bunker, children of “Chang,” one of 
the Siamese twins. They are bright 
looking children, about twelve and fif- 
teen years old. Their parents live at 
Mount Airy in the northwest part of 
the State. 

Raleigh is 669 miles from New York. 
The city numbers about eight thousand 
inhabitants. More than one-third are 
colored people. Since the war it has 
taken a new start, and is growing rap- 
idly. New houses are going up in eve- 
ry direction, and_ several large blocks 
are being built. Congress at the last 
session made an appropriation of one 
bundred thousand dollars for a new 
court house here. This will be put up 
this season; and the Masons are about | 7 
to erect a Temple, to cost seventy-five | . 
or a hundred thousaud dollars, These | + 
will add much to the beauty of thecity; 
and there is every reason to believe that 
it will double in numbers and size du- 
ring the next ten years. 

A street seen a Raleigh needs to be 
seen to be apprecisted. “The first 
feature which attracts the notice of a 
stranger is the great number of steer 
carts, or “keerts,” as they are called by 
the natives. The war took off most of 
the horses and mules through this 
country; and now very many of the 
country people have no other animals 
except these steers, with which to come 
to market or to cultivate their land. 
These animals are usually very small, 
having been stunted by hard work. 
Many of them are yearling calves, andl 
have often seen them no higher than the 
hubs of the cart to which they were 
attached. You seldom see a pair of 
cattle driven together, but usually a 
single steer, with a rope line or chaia 
fastened to the horns, and sometimes 
with bits and reins, as you would drive 
a horse. Imagine such an animal, very 
poor, attached to 4 two-wheeled cart, 
the body of which is made op two poles, 
which extend forward and answer for 
shafts, between which the animal is 
placed, with a short yoke across the 
neck, with a ring in each end to receive 
the shafts. Load this cart with a dozen 
sticks of wood cight feet long, and have 
a long-metered corncracker, or a darkey 
boy or woman, for a driver, and you 
have a North Carolinateam. Some one 
remarked, the other day, “that when 
niggers went out of slavery, steers went 
in. It was agood thing for the darkies, 
but hard on the yearlings.” It seems 
crue! to use such small animals. And yet 
many of the owners use them carefully, 
and seem to regard them as part of the 
famaly. 

As Iheard a country man reply when 
asked bow his family was, “Oh, the 
steers is quite pert,” he answered, “but 
the oid woman has got misery in the 
back.” Another feature of North Car- 
ohina is the practice of snuff dipping, | 
which is iudulged in, more or less, by 
the women of all classes. The precess 
is too disgusting to describe, so 1 will, 
only mention some of the incidentals. 
The story of Webster and his tooth- 
brush is pot uppreciated by these peo- 
ple at all, for it is a common thing, 
when they meet for a social dip, to use 
each other's brushes. ‘These brushes are 
made from small branches of the black- 

um or birch, about half as loug as a

North Carolina has sounded the first 
gun of the Presidential campsign in 
‘72, and whatever may be the result, the 
moral effect of the election is secured to 
the Liberal pasty of the country, and in 
November will bring forth an abundant 
harvest. 

Even should the State go Republican, 
which we do not believe will be the 
case, we must remember with what we 
had to contend. The patronage of the 
federal and State governments were 
brought to bear in the contest, thous- 
ands of money were squandered to in- 
fluence men to vote the Republican 
ticket, frauds by the wholesale were 
practiced, intimidation had its influ- 
ence, yet in the face of all these things, 
with a largely increased vote, the Con- 
servatives have done nobly, and when 
the result of the contest is finaily deci- 
ded, will, we believe, be declared the 
victors.
